reflective layer, wherein R is a heterocycle, R^ i/ a substituted or unsubstituted phenyl as a 
substituent of R^ or forming with R^ a bicycliy structure, and R'^ is a heterocycle comprising 
at least one double bond and at least two N atoms.
